It will be perceived that the establishment has received pay for 
keeping the Auburn poor to the first of Apml, 1847 — about seven 
weeks, amounting to $28 00 — which, being added to the balance 
received from the Treasurer,makes the net expenses of the establish- 
ment $70 05. 

The average number of paupers at the alms-house during the year, 
sixteen; present number, seventeen ; four belong to Auburn. 

The stock on the farm consists of one yoke of oxen, one horse, 
five cows, eleven sheep and five swine. 

Provisions, &c.; forty bushels corn, one hundred bushels potatoes, 
nine bushels beans, one barrel pork, two-thirds barrel beef, thirty- 
five lbs. butter, three cheeses, twenty lbs. lard, and eight tons of 
hay. Thirty rods stone wall built.
